ee re you not following the 
Of Lord afar off? Have you 
not missed the Lord’s will 
for your life?” These and many other 
questions have undoubtedly occupied 
the thinking of many well-meaning, 
sincere Christians concerning our 
Bible School graduates who have en- 
tered the field of public education. 

Permit me to speak in behalf of the 
Christian public school teacher. Per- 
haps I shall be able to answer some 
of your questions. Do not misunder- 
stand me. This is not in defense of all 
aducational practices: No organiza- 
tion, religious or otherwise, is perfect. 
The character of the people compris- 
ing the organization and the principles 
by which these people are guided 
determine, to a great extent, the de- 
gree of perfection of the organization. 

The apostle Paul, declaring him- 
self to be the apostle to the Gentiles, 
said, “I magnify (glorify) my office.” 
Romans 11:18. What did he mean? 
A twentieth century writer might 
elaborate by saying, “I hold an im- 
portant position. Upon me rest many 
responsibilities.” This is not the voice 
of pride, for at another time he speaks 
of himself as “the least of all saints.” 
In this declaration Paul acknowledges 
his key position and expresses his 
awareness of the magnitude of the 
task assigned him. That he was devot- 
ed to the cause of preaching the Gos- 
pel to the Gentiles cannot be denied. 
Many times he must have mused: 
“This is an important role assigned 
me by the Master . . . a role which 
not everyone can fill. I shall strive to 
please the One Who has chosen me. 
Let it be said of me, that on life’s 
stage, I have played my part well. 
Perhaps by glorifying my office I 
shall be able to arouse those of my 
own flesh to become more concerned 
about their spiritual condition.” 

The attitude of Paul toward his 
work should be the attitude of every 
minister, teacher, or public servant. 
’ Do we consider the school an import- 
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ant part of our democratic society? Is 
it possible for democracy and the 
freedoms for which it stands to sur- 
vive unless its adherents have a prop- 
er understanding of the principles of 
Christianity? Is it important that our 
educators be of sound Christian 
character? With our society becom- 
ing more and more complex, and 
with conflicting ideologies bidding 
for the minds of our youth, it be- 
comes increasingly more important 
that our youth have a keen sense of 
moral and spiritual values to hold 
back the flood tides of iniquity that 
would engulf them. In times of crises 
we must be able to draw strength 
and courage from spiritual resources. 
That nation is strong whose trust is 
in God. The church alone cannot do 
it; neither can the school nor the 
home. The church, the school, and 
the home must cooperate in building 
character in our youth. 

According to J. Edgar Hoover, only 
half of the youth in America are be- 
ing reached by the church, In most 
cases school attendance is required. 
Our secondary schools have had a 
growth unparalleled anywhere in the 
world outside of Russia; over nine 
million boys and girls between the 
ages of fourteen and seventeen are 
enrolled in our secondary schools 
alone. Add to this number the mil- 
lions enrolled in the elementary 
schools. True, we teachers are not 
permitted to teach religion in our 
classes, but the students may certain- 
ly be subjected to the godly, faith- 
inspiring influence of a Christian 
teacher who puts into practice her 
religion. 

The position of the Christian school 
teacher should be magnified because 
of the services rendered. As counsel- 
or, a teacher is often in a position to 
discuss problems with the student 
who feels that he cannot discuss these 
problems with his parents. The teach- 
er’s love for her students, her patience 
and kindness mingled with firmness 
her joy in performing her tasks, and 
her understanding of the problems of 
youth surely make her “a living 
epistle” known and read by all her

pupils. Even the non-reader under- 
stands this language of the spirit. 

Are you looking for a vocation with 
a challenge? The field of education 
presents just that. It calls forth the 
best in our Christian character and 
also exposes our weakest points under 
stress. Godly influences within the 
ranks of education . . . let us say in- 
filtration tactics . . . will work far 
more effectively than pressure extend- 
ed from the outside. What a challenge 
to bear the fruit of the Spirit among 
many who are not spiritually minded! 
As the light of the world and the salt 
of the earth, the Christian teacher’s 
influence may be felt by dispelling 
spiritual darkness and _ preserving 
from moral decay. Teaching presents 
an intellectual challenge which few 
vocations present. The teacher must 
be an informed person on all import- 
ant current issues. Teaching brings 
one in contact with rich, poor, bright, 
and dull, challenging one to under- 
stand and work with all classes. Last, 
but by no means least, teaching may 
be an open door for greater Christian 
service. Foreign mission boards are 
requesting more and more that pros- 
pective missionaries be trained as 
teachers, thus recognizing teaching 
as an important phase of the Christ- 
ian ministry. Is it any wonder that I 
magnify my office? 
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Comments Concerning The 


R. M. RIGGS ' 


The experience marks the coming of the Holy Spirit 
into one’s life as a Person in His own name and right. 
As the Spirit of Christ, He had come at conversion, im- 
parting the Christ-life, revealing Christ, and making Him 
real. At the Baptism in the Spirit, He Himself in His 
own person comes upon and fills the waiting believer. 
This is a part of “so great salvation” and is God’s definite 
gift offered to men. 

It is manifest that the initial physical evidence of the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit is the speaking in other ton- 
gues as the Spirit gives utterance. On the day of Pente- 
cost “they were all filled with the Holy Ghost and be- 
gan to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave ut- 
terance.” At Cornelius’ household, “the Holy Ghost fell 
on all them that heard the word; for they heard them 
speak with tongues.” At Ephesus, the grammatical in- 
ference is that all twelve men who received the Spirit 
spoke with tongues and prophesied. Therefore, all who 
receive the Baptism in the Spirit today also speak with 
tongues. 

The first matter that must be settled as we approach 
God to receive the Baptism in the Spirit, is that of be- 
ing right with God. It is impossible for a sinner to re- 
ceive the Baptism in the Spirit. God cannot deny Him- 
self; He cannot bless evil. He cannot come into an un- 
clean vessel which has not yielded itself to Him. The 
blood is first applied, and then the oil. 

If there is any measure of rebellion against God, that 
issue will have to be settled with a perfect surrender to 
Him. “And we are his witnesses of these things; and so 
is also the Holy Ghost, whom God hath given to them 
that obey Him.” Acts 5:32. His command comes to us: 
“Be filled with the Spirit.” Ephesians 5:18. Can we be 
obedient children and disobey that command? No won- 
der that thousands do not receive the Baptism in the 
Spirit today. They do not obey the command to tarry 
until they receive. 

“If ye then, being evil, know how to give good gifts 
unto your children; how much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to them that ask him?” Luke 
11:13. Here is the kindness, the generosity, the willing- 
ness, and the impartiality of our wonderful heavenly 
Father, The only restraint that can be placed upon Him 
is that which our lack of desire imposes. He gives the 
Holy Spirit only to them that ask Him. This is God’s 
elimination test to determine whom He considers worthy 
to receive this priceless gift. 


Askers, seekers, knockers after the Baptism in the 
Spirit, should always remember that this experience is 
also called, “The Gift of the Holy Ghost.” Gifts are not 
earned or won by price or merit. Gifts cannot be forced 
from the giver. It isn’t loud shouting that will bring Him 
nor repetitions of phrases of praise; although loud shout- 
ing and much praising of God are Scriptural, and there- 
fore in order, if we are so impelled. Psalm 98:4; Psalm 
150; Psalm 67:3, 5; Luke 19:37-40, But we cannot pay 
for the gift even in this way. The Holy Spirit is a grac- 
ious, glorious, God-sent Gift, and we receive Him by 
faith alone. There is a “rest of faith” into which we must 
enter. “For he that is entered into his rest, he also hath 
ceased from his own works, as God did fiom His.” 
Heb. 4:10.

The Baptism follows conversion. The Holy Spirit will 
not come to an unsanctified temple. Take the first out- 
pouring of the Spirit recorded in Acts 2. What was the 
spiritual state of that upper room company? They had 
received Christ, “And as many as received Him, to them 
gave He power to become the sons of God, even to them 


‘that believe on His name, which were born . . . of God.” 


No one can doubt that Christ was real to that company. 
His will was law. They had received Him as Saviour, 
Lord, and King. Their love to Him was supreme, their 
surrender absolute. 

The teaching of the entire Bible is that the new birth 
has to do solely with those who have already repented 
and believed, and are already God’s children. It is that 
which “the world cannot receive.” It is enduement of 
power upon the yielding, confiding disciple, as is beau- 
tifully portrayed to us in that loving, happy, worshipful 
company in the upper room, as well as at Samaria and 
elsewhere. 


What then are some of the outstanding Bible char- 
acteristics of the Baptism in the Spirit that distinguish 
this wonderful experience from the birth of the Spirit, 
or subsequent blessings? While supernatural utterance 
is the preeminent initial, physical sign of the full Pente- 
costal Baptism, it is by no means the most important re- 
sult. The burning zeal of Pentecost — the white heated 
love and self-sacrifice — the passion for souls, whole- 
hearted separation from the world, the pilgrim character, 
and panting for the coming of Christ, the spirit of prayer 
and intercession — love for, and illumination of, the 
Word of God, power to witness for Christ, and boldness 
to face opposition in His name, a continuou. life of wor- 
ship and praise that gladdens the daily task and is like 
a continual feast, making the Christian’s work and ser- 
vice a joy instead of a duty. All these result from the 
full Pentecostal Baptism. 


Of course, the Baptism is not an earthly heaven. 
There are “giants and walled cities in the land,” battles 
to fight, enemies to conquer, weaknesses to be overcome, 
days of discipline and “heaviness if need be.” But like 
the powerful glasses that bring the planets near, the 
blessed Spirit brings Heaven near and makes eternal 
things real — “a taste of the power of the world to come.” 


Let those who have received Him, walk humbly and 
softly before God, live much in prayer and feed daily 
upon the Word of God. Keep vigilant, fervent and faith- 
ful in giving your testimony of Christ, and He will make 
soutatg a blessing and benediction to this cold, dark 
world. 


Oh, how we all need to be filled with and controlled 
by God's blessed Spirit continually. We are approach- 
ing the end of the age. We are coming into the “rain 
belt” again, and “the coming of the Lord draweth nigh.” 
Hundreds of thousands have received the Baptism “as 
they did in the beginning.” The sick are being healed. 
“Signs are following them that believe.” As might be ex- 
pected, there is evidence of frailty and immaturity, but 
the gifts and graces of the Spirit are also in evidence. 
“And the promise is unto you... and as many as the 
Lord our God shall call.” Then let us tarry until we are 
endued with power, and go forth to the uttermost parts 
of the earth with a burning testimony and message of 
our living, soon coming Lord. Amen! 
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Baptism In The Holy Spirit 


EK. S. WILLIAMS ' 


The Baptism with the Holy Spirit is a definite ex- 
perience. It was definite in the time of the early Church, 
it ought to be definite today. Too much is too often 
taken for granted. Seekers are told to take the Spirit by 
faith. Unfortunately, in too many instances, all they 
take is a consent to truth. 


So definite is the experience of being filled with the 
Spirit that it is given different descriptions. One descrip- 
tion is “Filled with the Spirit” (Acts 2:4). When Jesus 
communed with the disciples concerning the coming of 
the Spirit, He said, “Wait for the promise of the Father 
... Ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence” (Acts 1:5, 6). With the promise of the 
Spirit, there was a promise of power — “But ye shall 
receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you. The purpose of this power was that they might 
be able ministers of the New Covenant, fervent witness- 
es to Christ. 


When the Spirit came it is said “The Holy Ghost 
fell on them” (Acts 10:44-46). No one present when the 
Spirit fell upon the house of Cornelius had any doubt 
that the Holy Spirit had come. It is of interest to study 
what took place at Pentecost, then to see what took place 
at the home of Cornelius. Peter says the experiences 
were so similar as to be the same — “Forasmuch then 
as God gave them the like gift as he did unto us, who 
believed on the Lord Jesus Christ; what was I, that I 
could withstand God” Acts 11:17)? 


The Holy Spirit is “the promise of the Father.” After 
His resurrection, Jesus gave the commission to the dis- 
ciples — “And that repentance and remission of sins 
should be preached in his name among all nations, be- 
ginning at Jerusalem.” He then said, “And behold I send 
the promise of my Father upon you; but tarry ye in the 
city of Jerusalem, until ye be endured with power from 
on high” (Luke 24:47-49). 


Each experience of receiving the Baptism with the 
Spirit was in some ways dissimilar. The disciples who 
received at Pentecost had enjoyed a long period with 
our Lord Jesus. Those at Samaria had some days be- 
tween their conversion and their receiving the Holy 
Spirit. At Ephesus the disciples were walking with God 
according to the enlightenment which they had receiv- 
ed from Apollos, until Paul came their way. At the home 
of Cornelius, while Peter was speaking concerning Christ 
and redemption the Spirit fell. We are thankful that 
each of these experiences was different from others. 
The Holy Spirit is free; He knows the hungry heart. He 
is not so much concerned as to our ideas as to how He 
must work. 


At Pentecost Peter preached, “Repent ye and be bap- 
tized every one of you... for the remission of sins, and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost” (Acts 2:38). 
This indicates that repentance and remission of sins 
prepared the way for the infilling of the Spirit. In Aets 
3:19 Peter said, “Repent ye therefore, and be converted, 
that your sins may be blotted out.” Then the R. V. reads, 
“That so may come times of refreshing from the face 
of the Lord.” Adding the teaching of these Scriptures 
to the time and manner of the receiving of the Holy 
Spirit in the Book of Acts, we have certain ground for 
believing the Baptism with the Spirit is an enduement 
_ of power for the cleansed believer. 
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MYER PEARLMAN ' 


The main feature of the coming of the Holy Ghost 
(Acts 1:8) is power for service and not regeneration for 
eternal life. Whenever we read of the Spirit coming up- 
on, resting upon, falling upon, or filling people, the re- 
ference is never to the saving work of the Spirit but al- 
ways to power for service. In addition and subsequent 
to conversion, a believer may experience an enduement 
of power whose initial oncoming is signalized by a mir- 
aculous utterance in a language never learned by the 
speaker. 

In addition to the operations of the Holy Spirit in 
regenerating, sanctifying, energizing, illumining, and im- 
parting gifts, there is another, having for its special pur- 
pose the energizing of human nature for special service 
for God, and issuing in an outward expression of a super- 
natural character. In a general way, Paul refers to this 
outward expression as “the manifestation of the Spirit” 
(1 Cor. 12:7), perhaps in contrast to the quiet and 
secret operations of the Spirit. In the New Testament 
this experience is designated by such expressions as fall- 
ing upon, coming upon, being poured out, being filled 
with, which expressions convey the thought of sudden- 
ness and supernaturalness. All these terms are connect- 
ed with the experience known as the Baptism with the 
Holy Spirit. Acts 1:5. 

The operation of the Spirit described by these terms 
is so distinct from His quiet and ordinary manifestations 
that scholars have coined a word to describe it. The 
word is “charismatic,” from a Greek word frequently 
used to designate a special impartation of spiritual 
power. The Baptism with the Holy Spirit is charismatic 
in character, judging from the descriptions of the re- 
sults of the impartation. 


How do we know when a person receives the charis- 
matic impartation of the Holy Spirit? In other words, 
what is the evidence that one has experienced the Bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit? We grant that in every case 
mentioned in the book of Acts, the results of the im- 
partation are not recorded; but where the results are 
described there is always an immediate, supernatural, 
outward expression. A divine power is controlling a per- 
son, and in every case there is an ecstatic speaking in 
a language that the person has never learned. 


The experience described as being “filled with the 
Spirit” is connected with the thought of power for ser- 
vice. Three phases of this experience are to be disting- 
uished: (1) The initial filling when a person is for the 
first time baptised with the Holy Spirit. (2) A habitual 
condition is referred to in the words, “full of the Holy 
Ghost” (Acts 6:3; 7:55; 11:24), which words describe 
the daily life of a spiritual person, or one whose char- 
acter reveals the “fruit of the Spirit.” (3) Fillings or 
anointing for special occasions. Paul was filled with the 
Holy Spirit after his conversion, but in Acts 18:9 we 
learn that God gave him a special enduement where- 
with to resist the evil power of a sorcerer. 


It is true that the Spirit abides in the Church, yet 
that should not deter the believer from asking and seek: 
ing. As there is a faith toward Christ for salvation, so 
there is a faith toward the Spirit for power and conse- 
cration. God gave (John 3:16), we must receive (John 
1:12). As sinners we accept Christ; as saints we accept 
the Holy Spirit.

Believers Jailed! 


El Salvador missionary, Arthur 
Lindvall, describes events in connec- 
tion with an evangelistic service con- 
ducted by a native worker. “The 
priest had come to celebrate a wed- 
ding a half block away and sent word 
to stop the service or he would come 


and do it. About 10 minutes later the _ 


priest came with about a hundred 
half-drunk men and women, he with 
a drawn pistol and the rest with 
machetes, sticks and stones. They 
knocked down a number of believers, 
and then the priest tied the thumbs 
of 3 believers and took them to jail, 
reporting that he had been assaulted 
by the believers. 

“Although the entire vicinity knew 
that the priest was the instigator of 
the whole thing, four days passed be- 
fore the believers were freed. The 
third day, however, they were allow- 
ed outside the jail and that night they 
had a service in the patio with about 
400 people listening reverently to the 
testimonies and messages of the pris- 
oners.” : 

Surely conditions such as these call 
for our prayers and intercession. The 
EI Salvador work is progressing well 
otherwise, and there is every evi- 
dence of God's rich blessing.

Church Extension Plan 


by the Editor 


At the annual District Council this 
past February, our District ministers 
voted to adopt Church Extension 
Plan in this District. The plan has 
been operating with considerable 
success in several districts (Southern 
California, Idaho, Montana, New 
Jersey, and Oregon), and it was felt 
that it would be as asset to our works 
if it operated here. Recently, Rever- 
end G. O. Baker was appointed as 
Field Representative in this District, 
and now his ministry and the provis- 
ions of C. E. P. are available to our 
churches. It is the overwhelming 
opinion of our District workers who 
have examined C. FE. P. that it is wor- 
thy and desirable. The plan makes 
possible the erection of church build- 
ings at much greater economy than 
most church financing plans, and it 
will work even with small congrega- 
tions of very limited means. 

In the few weeks that the plan has 
been operating in this District, our 
Assemblies at: Antioch, Felton, and 
Quincy have signed with it and are 
operating under its provisions. Sev- 
eral other churches have been host to 
Brother Baker and heard the plan ex- 
plained, and they are believed to be 
considering it favorably. 

The secret of C. E. P. is that the 
congregation holds its own mortgage. 
It combines a plan for personal sav- 
ing by members of the congregation 
and interested friends outside, with 
a mortgage loan arrangement from 
the funds of the C, E. P. Corporation. 
The loan money advanced to the 
church by C. E. P. is secured by a 
pledge to save money (not to give 
it) by the subscribers secured by the 


church. The subscriber has 5 years 
to pay up his savings pledge; while 
the church has 20 years to pay back 
the mortgage loan. The church pays 
off the loan from its building fund 
offerings in regular monthly install- 
ments.

As soon as the congregation and its 
friends purchase subscriptions, the 
money is made available 100% to the 
church for its building program. And, 
in addition, C. E. P. loans to the 
church an additional three dollars 
for every one that is paid in in sub- 
scriptions. Hence, when a _ local 
church has obtained — subscription 
pledge payments to the amount of 
$1,000, it thereupon receives $4,000 
with which to build. Normally, the 
church will have received the entire 
amount of its loan within less than 


a year. 


THAT WE MIGHT BE BETTER INFORMED, and united in a con- 
certed, effectual ministry — our common goal:— 


a. The principle of voluntary cooperation underlies the financial policy of the 
District. There is no legal force or compulsion, but while the cooperation is volun- 
tary, let it be noted the cooperative spirit will show itself by actual participation in 
the work and responsibilities of the fellowship. 


b. Adherence to any group entails mutual cooperation whether it be a family, 
a community, a nation, or an association. Mutual benefits accrue from mutual con- 
tributions to the common good. So it is with the Council fellowship. Each should 
be willing to carry his share of the expense of the District work voluntarily.

Garland Capps 

The committee met in conformity 
with the District Bylaws which pro- 
vide for such a meeting at the time 
of the Bible School graduation to pass 
upon the credential applications of 
the new graduates. 


The subscriptions, or pledges to 
save, may be paid outright in cash, 
or in monthly installments. Usually 
the subscriber pays 10% down and 
the remainder in installments over a 
5 year period. However, a minimum 
down payment is also acceptable. 
For example, the minimum down 
payment on a $400 subscription would 
be $7.00, and that would be the mini- 
mum monthly payment also. To cover 
these subscription loans, C. E. P. is- 
sues Contracts. These Contracts have 
a face value equal to 125% of the 
subscription and they mature 25 years 
after the completion of subscription 
payments. Hence, those who sub- 
scribe, receive worthwhile interest 
on their savings. 

The loan received by the church is 
repayable to C. E, P. at the minimum 
rate of $6 per month per $1,000, in- 
cluding .3% per month interest. These 
payments retire the loan in 20 years. 
A church with a $10,000 building pro- 
gram would pay $60 monthly for 20 
years in order to amortize their loan. 

C. E. P, has published a number of 
folders giving added details and in- 
formation. They are available from 
Brother Baker upon request. Also, 
Brother Baker would welcome an in- 
vitation to visit any church and coun- 
sel with them concerning their build- 
ing program. He is an able and ex- 
perienced Full Gospel minister, in 
addition to being C. E. P. Field Re- 
presentative. Churches requesting 
this ministry are asked to provide en- 
tertainment for Brother Baker and his 
wife while they minister, and an of- 
fering to defray their expenses.

The purpose of a CA Rally is (1) 
to get a job done for God, (2) win 
new CA’s, (3) encourage lax CA’s, 
and (4) to strengthen the local CA 
group where the Rally is held. If 
these goals have not been reached, 
the rally has failed in its purpose. 

These are some of the things that 
get the job done. You must keep the 
Youth active in the Rally, working on 
committees, playing in the orchestra, 
giving of testimonies, furnishing of 
special music, and ushering. These 
activities teach the CA’s stewardship 
— the giving of their life, time, money, 
to God. These rallies bring the spirit 
of unity and cooperation between the 
churches, and this results in the 

_growth of GOOD CA’s. 

Here is the Key to a ‘first rate’ ral- 

ly. ENTHUSIASM — Prayer is a must 
to generate enthusiasm that will be 
‘ lasting, and will carry the CA on for 
many days at work or school. Enthus- 
iasm may be in the rally, but if pray- 
er is not behind it, the thrills and 
joys of the rally will be gone as soon 
as the CA leaves the rally and heads 
for home. The rally must be well or- 
ganized with no dull moments, with 
every participant knowing what to 
do. Organization is to a rally, what 
oil is to a squeaky machine. 

Activities outside the realm of the 

church are doing their best to attract 
Young People. Therefore, every rally 
must be ‘top notch.’ On the Peninsula 
we usually feature a special event at 
each rally. In May it was Speed-the- 
Light, June — Youth Camp, Septem- 
ber it will be Western Nite with Clyde 
Hensen and his entire TV cast, and 
January 30th it will be a Revivaltime 
Rally with C. M. Ward at the Civic 
Auditorium in San Jose (3,000 free 
seats ). 


In the rally itself, the speaker is of 
utmost importance. The speaker must 
be able to adapt his message to Young 
People. Because Eddie Washington, 
Jim Swanson, Adrien Benning, and 
John Tinsman have done this — 
young people have been saved at 
every rally. CA’s participating in the 
rally is a MUST. This makes them 
feel a part of the rally, rather than 
just an observer. Good music is im- 
portant too — that is, contacting your 


groups one month in advance so they 
have ample time to prepare for the 
rally. 

All this will result in a good crowd 
such as we had in San Francisco — 
750. A good crowd will bring with it 
inspiration. The larger the crowd 
and the greater the inspiration, the 
more paramount the possibilities you 
have of having CA’s saved and filled 
with the Holy Spirit, plus CA’s will 
renew their consecrations to the 
Lord. Thus, our CA office is better 
supported and will have better means 
of getting this job done of reaching 
Youth for Christ, that is our business.

terous and strike like a sledge ham- 
mer. 

The Spirit has been likened to 
OIL. Just as many a mechanical de- 
vice will not function without oil, 
neither will the Church function 
without the Spirit. Oil makes things 
run more smoothly and easily, and so 
does the Spirit. Oil reduces friction 
and temperatures; the Spirit reduces 
friction and lowers tempers. Oil is 
a healing agent; so is the Spirit. Oil 
is used in preparing natural food, 
the Spirit is used in preparing spirit- 
ual food. Oil preserves; it prevents 
corrosion and decay. The Spirit pre- 
pares us for all eternity. a 

Even Jesus likened the Holy Spirit 
to WIND. The wind blows where it 
desires, the whole world is its play- 
ground. So it is with the Spirit; He 
roams the entire world and is not 
stopped by climate, nationality, or 
color. The wind is always invisibly 
moving somewhere, and so is the 
Spirit.
